The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach to normalize the secondary electron signal in a scanning electron microscope by either 
changing the electric field used to direct secondary electrons to a detector in accordance with the 
point of incidence of the primary electron beam on the sample, comparing the secondary electron 
signal generated at a designated point of incidence of the primary electron beam on the sample to 
a predetermined reference signal, or both, so that variations in the final output signals generated 
by directing the same particle beam to different sites on a sample can be accurately attributed to 
variations in the nature of the sample at the different sites rather than to different spacings 
between the sites and the detector.
